If a check is already endorsed 
when it is presented to you, in 
slst that it be endorsed again 
in your presence and compare 
the handwriting.

Have each check initialed by 
the employee who pays out mon- 

; <>y for it.
If Vou Ueeeive Chocks

Have some member of the 
family at home when the checks 
are due to be delivered.

Be sure your name is clearly 
printed on your mail box.

Try to cash your checks in 
the same place each month. This 
will make identification easier. 
Merchants are being cautioned 
<o ask for identification.

Do NOT endorse your check 
until you are in the presence of 
the person you will ask to cash 
it.

The Secret Service also is re­ 
questing all those receiving or 
handling the new "card form" 
of checks to pleafo not mutilate 
these checks in any manner by 
spindling, perforating or folding.
